them ftruck him along the ankle with a ftone in a 
handkerchief, and the other foundered him over the 
head with a {taff or bludgeon, which brought him to 
the ground. One of them immediately got upon 
his brea(t with his feet, and feverely beat or kicked 
him, while the other cried, Dam him; rip him 
up 3 finifh hin! ‘The former, who was holding him 
down, {tripped up, firft his upper or big coat, then 
his meet-bodied coat, {eized his pocket-book from 
his breaft pocket, in which there was near 301]. in 
bank notes, and then rifled his pockets of about fix- 
teen or eighteen fhillings in filver, and afterwards 
got off, leaving the man lying in a moft pitiful firua- 
tion.— The villains were dreffed in tradefmen’s 


clothes, with long aprons.

A very alarming infurreftion of the negroes has 
happened in the ifland of Dominica, which was not 
quelled when the laft accounts came away. We 
have been favoured with the following letter giving 
the particulars : : 
Extract of a letter from a gentlemen in Rofeau, 
F Tfland of Dominica, 8th Dee. 1785. 
“The runaway negroes, amounting to- between 
four and five hundred, are committing mo!t dreadful 
depradations on the eitates in the interior part of this 
Mand: killing white people and negroes, burning and 
plundering houfes, and de(troying every thing that 
comes in their way. This inftant accounts are come 
in, of their having come down to the fine eftate of 
Rofalie, killed four white people, among whom were, 
Mr Gemble the manager, Mr Armitrong a carpen- 
ter, and an overfeer, and one negro woman, and 
wounded feveral others. ‘They thea carried off as 
much rum and fugar as they.could, burnt the reft, 
and fet fire to all the buildings, ftores, &c. leay- 
ing an eftate in point of buildings the firlt in the i- 
Mand, a heap of ruins, This evil is a legacy left the 
ifland by the, French, who fupplied thefe mifcreants 
with arms, and gave them every encouragement in 
their power. ‘T'hey have taken different pofitions in 
this mountainous flrong countfy, have formed fe- 
parate encampments, and eleéted chiefs; and from 
thence fend down fimall parties, who-have atta¢ked 
the eftates, drove away the cattle, and done every 
mifchief in their power. The meafares adopted for 
the fuppreffion of thefe villains are as follow, viz: 
Four parties of his Mujefty’s 30th regiment, about 
fifty of the ifland militia, and two hundred negroes 
completely armed, the whole equally divided, and 
three of the parties commanded each by an officer of 
the goth regiment, and the other party by Mr 
Young, formerly a colonel in the Carolina militia. 
They are to form different encampments at equal 
diltances from each other, from the fouthern ro the 
northern extremities of the ifland; and are to fend 
{trong patroles from camp to camp, to keep up a 
conftant communication with each other, and for 
the purpofe of cu:ting off all fupplies from the infur- 
gents. And in ‘cafe an opportunity fhould offer of 
Atriking a blow with fuccefs, the. whole may be ea- 
fily collected on one fpot. The legiflature have of- 
fered great rewards, to whoever kills any of thofe 
mifcreants.”’ ,

We expect, in confequence of his arri- 
val, a fevolution in favour of reafon, jultice, and 
humanity, in our country. He has already begun 
to reform abufes, and to propofe {chemes that are 
full of wifdom and benevolence. 

I was miade very happy by obferving, that the 
diffenters of all’denominations had anited with the 
Quakers in England to petition Parliament to put a 
ftop to the African trade. We perceive already 
the good effects of the abolition of negro flavery in 
Pennfylvania. ‘The flaves who have been emanci- 
pated among us are in general more induftrious and 
orderly tlian the lowelt clafs of white people. A 
fchoo! has. been fet on foot for their clrildren by the 
Quakers in this city ; and we have the pleafure of 
fecing*them improve in religion’ and niorals. under 
their i ios, as well as the Englith literature. 

Leatping begins to {pread in all directions through 
our country. Dickenfon’s college grows daily in 
funds, pupils, and reputation. ‘The two colleges in 
Maryland; founded by Dr Smith, bid fair for being 
ufeful tothat State. The Spring which the human 
mind acquired by the Revolution has extended irfelf 
even t0 Rettcion. The Epifcopal clergy and laity 
have already held a convention in this city; and a- 
greed on fach alterations in their difcipline and Wor- 
thip, and articles, as will render the Epifcopal church 
the moft popular church in America. ‘They have 
a form of ecclefiaftical government purely republican. 
A church judicatory is to confilt of a Bifhop, three 
Prefbytérs, and two or three laymen. They have 
reduced *their thirty-nine articles to nineteen, and 
have téférved from their creeds only the A- 
pogrcts *. “Their baptifm, their marriage, and 
burial |fervices' are likewife made more confonaiit to 
common feofe, as well as trae Chriftianity. While 
thefe changes are going forward in the Episcorat 


an equal fpirit'of reformation, A confiderable body 
of both, who had been educated in the ftritelt prin- 
ciples of Calvinifm, aad many of whom are people 
who have been long eminent for their picty, have 
feparated from their refpective churches, and are’ 
pow forming an independent fociery, under the di- 
reétion of Mr Winchefter, an eloquent and popular 
Baprift minifter, who has ovenly avowed and preach- 
ed the doétrine of final reftitution.
